France has 1,000 private aeroplanes 
which may be taken over Cor military 
service, whereas Germany has but 200 
private aeros thus available. 


England, which had planned to 
spend $5,000,000 on airships this year, 
has six dirigibles on hand and four 
building. She has a flock of 161 mil- 
itary and naval aeroplanes in service 
but" how strongly England is leaning 
to the idea of the big seaplane or 
naval hydroplane Is attested by tho 
fact that aside from the forty-seven 
aeroplanes which she had under con- 
struction at the time war broke out 
she has ordered twenty-two of the 
powerful seaplanes which It is felt 
will be of the greatest assistance to 
her battleship fleet. 
England's ally, 


Japan, confesses to the possession of 
only two dirigibles, with one ordered, 
and twenty aeroplanes. 


Austria wept into the fray with five 


dirigibles in readiness and three un- 
der construction, and with forty mili- 
tary aeroplanes and six naval aeros. 
Russia, on the other hand, has nine 
dirigibles In service and ten ordered, 
to say nothing of 250 aeroplanes. Hal 
has eight dirigibles in readiness and 
two more on the way, while as for 
aeroplanes, she has 150 now and will 
shortly ad6Vthirty more. Of the lesser 
powers, Belgium has one dirigible 
complete, one dirigible, under con- 
struction and forty aeroplanes; Bul-
